The Ontario Graduate Scholarship (OGS) program is designed 


to encourage excellence in graduate studies at the master’s and 
doctoral levels. 


For the 2003-2004 academic year, a total of 2,000 scholarships will 


be awarded. Of these, 60 scholarships will be awarded to students 
who have been admitted to Canada as visitors with a student visa. 


In addition, some of these scholarships, called institutional 
scholarships, will be awarded to nominated students at selected 
universities — namely, Brock University, Lakehead University, Lau- 
rentian University, Ryerson Polytechnic University, Trent Univer- 
sity, and Wilfrid Laurier University. These universities may 
nominate up to ten students each for the institutional scholarships. 

_ Nominated students must pursue their graduate studies at the » i 
nominating university. To be eligible, nominees must meet the citi- 
zenship requirements, be approved by the selection board, and satisfy 
all conditions of eligibility. Visitors with a student visa are not eligible 
for institutional scholarships. For additional information about the 

" institutional scholarships, contact your graduate studies office. 


An Ontario Graduate Scholarship is:awarded for one academic year, 
which may consist of two or three consecutive téerms..One-term 
awards are not granted. For 2003-2004, the value of the OGS 1s
